VII. An a<5l for enabiing his Majefty to railt a certain Aim of 
money towards paying off and difeharging the debt of the na- 
vy, and towards naval fcrvices for the year one thoufand feveii 
hundred and fixty two. 

VIII. An adl for granting to his MajeAy feveral rates and du- 
ties upon windows, or lights. 

IX. An act for charging certain lyinuitics granted in the year 
one thoufand fe\en hundred and Axty, on the finking fund ; and . 
for carry'ing the duties therein mentioned to the fain fund ; and 
for making forth duplicates of exchequer bills, tickets, certiA- 
cates, receipts, annuity orders, and other orders, loA, burnt, or 
othcrw'ife dcAroyed. 

X. An for raifing by annuities, in manner therein men-
